Humphrey Bogart, First National’s new dramatic sensa- 


tion, now playing the lead in ‘‘Two Against the World’’ 


ae tie tee, oa a ea ee theatre, is a man without an 


ambition, save to get through this life without owing anyone 
a cent. Boosted into fame by his performances in ‘‘The 
Petrified Forest’ and ‘‘Bullets or Ballots,’’ Bogart is lazy 


and admits it. 

“Tf I had enough money,” he 
avers indolently, “I wouldn’t do 
a lick of work.” 

His father was a surgeon; his 
mother, Maude Humphrey, a well 
known artist in the early years 
of the century. Bogart was born 
on Christmas Day, 1900, in New 
York City. He has few childhood 
memories, or rather, as he says, 
‘“St’s too much trouble and too un- 
pleasant to recall them.” 

Feeling the spirit of adven- 
ture swelling within him he 
joined the Navy, served through 
the war, got out as soon as he 
could. Adventure was too strenu- 
ous. 

William A. Brady, the the- 
atrical producer, took an inter- 
est in him and’ offered him a job 
backstage in one of his produc- 
tions. He became an assistant 
stage manager. Fate may have 
been the hand, really, but what- 
ever it was, Bogart has been in 
the theatre ever since. 


He got his first chance to act 
with Grace George in “Ruined 
Lady.” Since then he has played 
in a number of Broadway suc- 
cesses, ineluding ‘Meet the 
Wife,” “Cradle Snatchers,” Sat- 
urday’s Children,’ “Most _Immor- 
al Lady,” “It’s a Wise Child,” 
“After All,” and “Hell’s Bells.” 

Even when he took a wife he 
clung to the profession. He mar- 
ried Helen Menken, one of 
America’s outstanding actresses, 
and they were divorced in 1925. 
He then married Mary Phillips, 
also a well known actress. Miss 
Phillips at present is engaged 
with Richard SBarthelmess, in 
“The Postman Always’ Rings 
Twice.” 

Other than his wife, Helen 
Hayes and Leslie Howard are his 
favorites of the stage. He also 
is an admirer of Noel Coward. 
Asked what else, other than act- 
ing, he was interested in, his 
reply was, “Nothing.” 

He jhas appeared in several 
pictures made in New York, 
among them, “Up the River,” 
“Body and Soul,’ “Bad Sister,” 
“The Holy Terror,’ and “Love 
Affair,’ but he really dates his 
screen career from the release of 
“The Petrified Forest.” Leslie 
Howard, who starred in the stage 
play, insisted that Bogart be 
given the same role in the pic- 
ture. Howard is one of Bogart’s 
best friends. 

He likes rough, tweedy clothes, 
but he wouldn’t wear any clothes 
at all if he could “get away with 
it.” He hates dressing up; wears 
a dinner coat only when he ecan- 
not get out of it gracefully. Likes 
water and everything that goes 
with it including fish, boats and 
swimming; would rather swim in 
the ocean than a pool. 


“Two Against the World” is 
a dynamic drama of a young girl 
and her fiance who battle for 
love against a syndicate that is 
trying to brand her with shame. 
Besides Bogart the cast includes

In looking about for spicy radio 
material, Reynolds stumbles upon the 
Glory Penbrook murder case, a crime 
committed twenty years before by a 
woman still living. 


Glory Penbrook, now Martha Car- 
stairs (Helen MacKellar), is married and 
living a respectable life with her hus- 
band and daughter, Edith (Linda Perry).
